The  Urban  District  of  Dalton-in-Furness  is  situated  in  the  North  Western 
part  of  the  County  of  Lancashire  adjoining  the  County  Borough  of  Barrow-in- 
5’umess  and  the  North  Lonsdale  Rural  District.  Height  above  Ordnance  Datum 
varies  between  85O  feet  in  the  north-east  to  sea  level  in  the  west.  There 
are  oxitcrops  of  limestone  in  various  parts  of  the  District  and  in  the  past  there 
has  been  extensive  mining  for  iron  ore  v/hich  has  left  the  surface  considerably 
scarred  and  some  of  the  low  lying  area  flooded  with  water. 

^he  chief  industries  are  viscose  manufacturing,  shoe-maJong,  brickworks, 
clothing  maniofacture  and  agriculture,  but  a large  proportion  of  the  male  working 
population  is  enployed  in  the  shipyards  and  steelworks  at  Barrow,

The  principal  vital  statistics  for  the  year  I96I  and  for  the  preceding 
five  years  are  given  on  page  two. 


156  births  were  registered,  73  being  males  and  83  females,  1 male  and 
2 female  were  illegitimate. 

Approximately  7^  of  the  deaths  were  in  persons  of  65  years  of  age  and 
over  and  the  principal  causes  of  death  were  Heart  disease  35,  1'fe.lignant 
growths  29  and  Vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  29,  Of  the  55  deaths 
from  Heart  disease,  25  were  due  to  Coronary  -ortery  disease. 
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Adjusted  live  "birth  rate  I96I  (comparability  factor  1.02)  = I5.4  per  1,000 
Adjusted  death  rate  I96I  (comp  or  ability  factor,  I.04)  =14.9  per  1,000.

T/.TER  SUPPLY 


In  April  the  Furness  Water  Board  was  constituted  from  the  former  v/ater 
undertakings  of  the  County  Borough  of  Barrow-in-Furness,  the  Urban  Districts 
of  Dalton,  Grange  and  Ulverston  and  the  Rui'al  District  of  North  Lonsdale. 

Dalton  is  supplied  from  Poaka  Beck  reservoir  and  Askam  from  the  Ulpha 
intake  of  the  River  Duddon. 

The  supply  was  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality  tliroughout  the  year. 

The  supply  nov;-  serves  3^752  houses  diiect,  9 are  supplied  hy  standpipes 
and  14  have  private  supplies.

The  sev/age  from  Dalton  is  taken  to  screening  tanks  near  the  site  of  the  old 
gasvrorks  and  the  effluent  is  then  discharged  to  the  Barrow  Corporation  sewerage 
system.  The  sevvage  from  Askam  is  passed  through  screening  tanks  and  the  effluent 
discharged  to  the  Duddcn  Estuary,  Bev/age  from  the  hamlets  of  Newton  and  iVIartin 
passes  through  settling  tanks,  the  effluent  being  discharged  to  streams.  Lindal 
possesses  a modern  sewage  v/orks  and  full  treatment  is  given,  the  effluent  being 
discharged  into  a nearby  stream. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  3 >773  houses  on  the  vvater  carriage  system, 
while  9 are  served  by  privy  closets  and  8 by  pail  closets.

Property  in  the  District  is  generally  60-80  years  old,  terrace  type,  opening 
direct  on  to  the  street.  For  the  most  part  the  houses  are  structurally  sound, 
but  many  are  without  modem  amenities  such  as  baths  and  hot  water  system.  There 
is  a general  lack  of  damp  courses  but  little  evidence  of  r-ising  dampness. 

Repairs  and  inrorovements  are  slov/  to  be  carried  out.  A notable  feature  is  the 
nijmber  of  houses  which  are  ovmer/occupied,  this  is  estimated  by  the  Rates 
Department  to  be  lOfo  of  the  total  hereditaments.  In  addition  a further  13%  are 
owned  by  the  Council,

J<Ir.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  this  portion  of  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  wTork  of  the  Health  Department  and  Cleansing  Service, 

The  work  of  the  Department  has  progressed  as  satisfactorily  as  possible 
during  the  year  in  view  of  the  fact  that  clerical  assistance  has  been  shared 
with  the  Sui'veyor's  Department  since  June  when  my  Clerk  Mrs,  Rigg  left  the 
service  of  the  Council. 

The  shortage  of  building  labour  in  the  district  persists  and  local  biiilders 
etc.  ai'e  very  busy  thus  causing  long  delays  in  getting  v/ork  carried  out. 

The  position  regarding  Certificates  of  Disrepair  one  of  v/hich  was  issued 
(Rent  Act  1957)  appears  to  be  the  usual  one,  that  tenants  are  quite  happy  to 
pay  the  increased  rent  when  repairs  are  car-ried  out, 

BIERQVLI'mgir  GRARiTS. 

The  Council  have  made  sixty-one  grants  all  of  them  are  y/hat  sjre  knovmi  as 
Sta -dard  Grants,  and  whilst  the  procedure  is  more  simple  for  the  applicants  the 
new  scheme  entails  more  work  in  the  Depajrtment.  This  is,  hovrever,  a circumstajice 
for  which  we  must  be  satisfied  owing  to  the  increased  standcird  of  housing  which 
is  produced.  In  thirty-nine  cases  the  y/ork  y/as  completed  and  the  grants  paid. 

It  is  again  pointed  out  that  landlords  are  not  taiing  advantage  of  this  scheme, 
these  grants  being  made  to  ov-Tier/occupiers.

Samples  ^e  taken  regularly  at  monthly  interva.ls  and  examined  at  the 
Pathological  Laboratory  at  ^reston.  None  of  the  samples  yvere  affected  with 
Tuberculosis,  Thirty-six  samples  were  taken  from  a morning' s milking  of  one 
herd  and  cows  giving  milk  affected  lyith  Brucellosis  were  isolated  and  the 
disposal  of  the  milk  from  these  coy;’s  was  arranged  so  that  none  was  sold  to  the 
public  in  the  raw  state,

There  is  only  one  ice  cream  ma.nuf acturer  in  the  area  and  regular  samples 
are  taken  and  sent  to  Preston,  All  samples  taken  were  satisfactory, 

GIPEI'Sr/p.  TRADES 


This  has  been  a satisfactory  year  and  no  trouble  has  been  experien«ed  at 
the  seven  fried  fish  shops  and  one  Knackers  Yard. 

FOOD  HYGIS'a: 


The  improvement  in  the  handling  of  food  brought  about  by  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regula-ticns  continues.  The  constant  watch  kept  by  msams  of  regular  inspections 
and  the  educa.tion  of  food  handlers  at  the  time  anythiiig  wrong  is  noticed,  is 
giving  good  results  and  is  appreciated  by  the  trade.  More  than  300  visits  were 
made  for  the  purpose.  There  were  IhS  lbs  of  canned  meats  of  various  brands  and 
6 cases  of  assorted  canned  fruit  condemned  as  unfit  for  food. 

MEAT  UnSIPCTION 


The  Slaughterhouse  at  Lindal  is  visited  at  all  times  when  Slaughtering  is 
being  dene.  I>jring  the  year  37  Beasts  115  Sheep  and  2 Pigs  v/ere  killed  and 
inspected.  No  cases  of  T.B,  were  found  and  organs  condemned  were  affected  with 
parasitic  conditions  orlLy.

liiis  pjjrt-time  Sc.rvico  continues  to  give  help  'vYhenever  necessary  ?jad  to 
reDjind  people  of  their  responsibilities.  Over  1,000  visits  vrere  made  to  hhh 
premises  cjid  245  treatments  were  c?jrried  out.

This  service  continued  to  operate  VYithout  undue  comxDlaiiat , the  annual 
holidays  bein^,  staggered  over  the  summer  without  employing  extra  staff,  a fact 
which  entails  some  delay  in  the  collection  of  refuse,  but  I feel  that  this  is 
greatly  to  be  preferred  to  a complete  stoppe^ge. 

I feel  I must  comment  on  the  fact  that  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  at 
Slliscales  tip  by  means  of  crude  tipping  as  has  been  the  case  for  many  years. 
This  is  a most  undesirable  practice  end  the  only  thing  the.t  cen  be  said  in 
favo\ar  of  Elliscales  tip  is  its  isolation. 

There  arc-  9 privies,  eight  pail  closets  and  five  dry  ashpits  in  the  area, 
these  being  at  outlying  places. 

During  the  year  92  tons  13  c\Yt.  2 qrs.  of  waste  paper  valued  at  £633:6:4. 
was  disposed  of. 


In  conclusion  it  gives  me  great  pleasirre  to  put  on  record  the  good 
feelings  existing  between  the  various  trades  of  the  Town  and  the  Health 
Department  in  its  activities, 

Lrs.  Rigg  left  the  service  of  the  Council  in  June  and  was  not  replaced, 
her  -.York  being  passed  over  to  the  clerical  staff  of  the  Surveyor's  Department, 
I feel  that  this  is  a step  which  has  not  been  to  the  good  of  the  department's 
work,  as  records  are  not  now  kept  as  I think  they  should  be. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Health  Committee,  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  other  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  unstinted  co-operation  and  to  the 
Cleansing  Otaff,  v/ithout  v/hose  assistance  the  work  of  the  Department  cannot 
successfully  go  on.
